WASHINGTON, June 8.—[{Special.)—For the 

t three months I have expected almost 
daily to learn that Senator Colquitt would re- 
sign his senatorial seat. He had an offer some 
time agv from a New York company, ata 
much larger salary than he now draws. There 
qere some conditions, however, which he did 
pot like, and to make a satisfactory arrange- 
ment has necessitated his going to New York 
many times recently. However, terms and 
conditions could not be agreed upon, and nego- 
tiations are now off. Senator Colquitt an- 
nounced the fact to his intimate friends yes- 
terday. While the chances favored his 
leaving the senate a few days 
age, he will now remain, andfjin all probability 
serve out histerm. Thesalary offered him 
in New York is said to have been $10,000, but 
there were conditions and contracts to be 
gigned which the senator wou!d not agree to. 

FIGHTING FORAKER. 

The Ohio ballot-box forgery investigation 
has taken a new and sensational turn. Up to 
this time it has been the prevailing opinion 
that ex-Governor Foraker, who was the real 
culprit in the production of that infamous 
paper, was to be whitewashed by the commit- 
tee and practically allowed to go scot-free. 
But such is not to be the case. Foraker’s po- 
litical rivals, Senators Sherman, McKinley, 
Butterworth, Grosvenor and others, have be-

They assume that Foraker’s acceptance of 
the chairmanship was in the nature of a notice 
to them that he intended to marshall his forces 
and make a last desperate fight to determine 
who should rule the republican party in Ohio, 
Foraker, or Sherman, Butterworth, McKinley 
etal. They do not relish a pitched battle 
with the ex-governor. He controls the machine 
is a strategist and keen manipulator, and has 
never been out-generaled since he entered pol- 
itics. They, therefore, prefer to bushwhack 
him rather than meet himin the open field. 
This is to be done by having the committee re- 
turn a verdict which will force the republican 
party in Ohio, in order to maintain its self- 
respect, to give up their erstwhile idol. Gen- 
eral Grosvenor, who has represented them as 
their attorney in the prosecution of the forgery 
investigaton, is the stripling David who is to 
slay the swaggering Goliah. With this purpose 
in view, and under instructions of his clients, 
he yesterday made areply to the argument of 
Foraker before the committee, which is ab- 
solutely startling in the directness with which 
it points to Foraker as the responsible agent in 
the production of the forged papers. He runs 
a hot sceut up to the very feet of Foraker, and 
then stops short. And his conclusion is a direct 
injunction tothe committee to vindicate the 
honor of political morality in the United States, 
by at least returning a Scotch verdict, guilty, 
but not proven.

In the 
presence of a dozen witnesses Mr. Candler said 
he would double the bet, but there were no 
more takers. However, Mr. Wilson retaliated 
upon Mr. Candler for showing up the congres- 
sional ignorance by stating that if he repeated 
anything from the Bible, Candler wouldn’t 
know whether he was quoting the command- 
mentsor not. At this there was a hearty 
laugh, and the various members adjourned

THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Public Interest Transferred from the House 
to the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The interest that 
centered in the proceedings of the house last 
week, will be transferred this week to the sen- 
ate. 
The Ciscussion of the silver question will be 
resumed tomorrow, the bill that was passed by 
the house Saturday being substituted for the 
pending measure on the senate calendar. This 
Will facilitate the disposition of the matter. 
It is believed the vote on the bill will be 
reached before the erid of the week. It is also 
believed that the bill, as it shall pass the sen- 
ate, will ree for the purchase of four and 
@ half million ounces of silver monthly, cer- 
tificates to be issued in payment thereof to be 
legal tender for all debts, and to be redeema- 
ble in lawful money. 

Senator Vest has given notice that he will 
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| probably give way to the silver debate, if it 


shall continue during the week. 

The legislative appropriation bill will be re- 
pveee to the senate early in the week, and 

nator Wilsoh, chairman of. the committee, 
says he expects to have it passed before the 
week is ended. 

Eulogies over the late Representative Wil- 
ber, of New York, will be delivered on Thurs- 
day, and Saturday will be devoted to “unob- 
jected” bills on the calendar. 

In comparison with the preceding week the 
business before the house next week will be 
lacking in general interest. Several appropri- 
ation billsare on the calendar, and it is the 
intention to dispose of these with expedition 
in order to avoid embarrassment to the public 
service by the delayed appropriations at the 
beginning of the next fiscal year. 

Tomorrow the district committee will have 
the floor to bring up matters of local interest. 
The public buildings committee are makin 
strenuous efforts to secure another specia 
order to rescue the batch of bills hung 
up on Mr. Turpin’s last and effective point of 
‘no quorum.’’ There is. special urgency ib 
this case, as the sundry civil appropriation 
biil (which eontains appropriations for public 
buildings) is to be reported next week, and it 
is necessary'that these delayed bills be passed, 
if they are to be followed by tho appropria- 

tions. 

The commerce committee has also applied 
for an evening session during the week. As 
yet, none of these appplications have received 
the attention of the committee on rules, but a 
meeting is to be held early in the week, when 
the exact order of business may be de- 
termined.

THE FOUR WILSONS 
Who Held Seats in the Present House of 
Representatives. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—There are four Wil- 
sons, members of the house of representatives, 
aud once in a while the presence of so many 
persons with a common family name occasions 
slight mistakes in the record of the proceed- 
ings of the house, more especially as the Wil- 
sons do not all owe fealty to the same political 
party. An instance of this happened yester- 
day in the vote on the silver bill. Wiison, of 
Missouri, a democrat, was recorded in the 
press account giving the yea and nay vote, as 
voting in favor of the passage of the bill, 
whereas he voted against its passage, while 
Wilson, of Washington, republican, was put 
down among those opposed to the Dill, al- 
though he voted in favor of it. The error oc- 
curred through the reading clerk inadver- 
tently calling the name of Wilson, of 
Washington, before that of Wilson, of Mis- 
souri, thus reversing the order in which their 
names are placed on the roll call. 


THE PRESIDENT AT CHURCH. 


The Presidential Party Touch at Fort Mon- 
roe for Moral Instruction. 

Fort Monrokr, Va., June 8.—The presi- 
dent, with Mrs. Harrison, two children and 
Mrs. Dimmock, came ashore at 10 o’clock this 
morning. Colonel Frank met them and car- 
ried the president to church. The party re- 
turned to the Dispatch, and sailed at 5 o’clock 
for Washington, where they will arrive at 
noon tomorrow. 


TOBACCO MAY BE SHORT. 


Because the Plant is Going to Seed in North 
Carolina. 

RALEIGH, N. C., June 8.——[Special.]—The 
general reports as to the tobacco crop are very 
favorable, butin Nashville, Wilsonand Hali- 
fax counties the crop is in a precarious condi- 
tion. The danger is that the plant will go to 
seed, which, of course, destroys the crop. All 
tobacco is endangered, and no one seems to 
know aremedy. There are several theories 
regarding the causes. Oneis that the early 
plants become hardened in the seed beds, and 
when transplanted in the fields highly fertil- 
ized, the tendency is to shoot up too rapidly. 
To remedy this the grower would only have to 
start his seed bedslater. One planter believes 
running to seed can be prevented by continu- 
ous working. The condition confronting 
planters is anew and novel one and experi- 
ments are in order. 

The Other Crop Probabilities. 

RALEIGH, N. C., June 8.—{Special.]—The 
weekly weather crop bulletin of the North 
Cardlina Experiment station and state weather 
service for the week ending last night, says 
that the-tweather has been quite warm and dry 
during the week. The maximum temperature 
reached $0 degrees on several days at many 
places, and 92 at Raleigh. The amount of 
sunshine was above the average. Although 
very dry, the excessive rain of the preceding 
week prevented any material damage being 
done, except, perhaps, in the extreme north- 
eastern portion of the state, where rain is es- 
pecially needed. Copious showers fell 
on Friday. Harvesting wheat and haying 
are progressing rapidly. ma- 
jority of the reports’ indicate a 
short crop of wheat and not of good quality. 

The general crop outlook continues to be un- 
usually promising. Reports from the eastern 
districts show that the rainfall was deficient, 
and the temperature and the amount of sun- 
shine was in excess during the week. A cloud- 
burst occurred at Washington, Beaufort county, 
from 3to5p.m.,onJune4. Rain ‘fell toa 
depth of 4.43 inches. Hail and high wind, ac- 
companied the thunder squall. 

Corn and cotton are much better than usual 
at this time ofgthe year. Reports from the 
central districts say it was very warm during 
the week, with abundant sunshine and but 
little rain, except showers on Friday. Haying 
and harvesting wheat are in _ progress. 
The crop isnot up to the average. Reports from 
the western districts say that ina few counties 
the wheat crop is reported up to the average. 
Corn and cotton are growing rapidly, and gen- 
erally in fine condition. 


MOVEMENT OF COTTON. 


Report of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange. 
A Comparative Statement. 


New OR.LEANS, June 8.—The New Orleans 
cotton exchange issued a statement yesterday, 
embracing forty weeks of the season, from Sep- 
tember Ist to June 6th, inclusive, this and last 
year, showing that 7,807,110 bales. of 
the crop of 1889-00 have come into sight at the 
ports, overland points of crossing and leading 
southern interior centres, including takings by 
southern mills. Upto this time last season 
the amount broughtinto sight was 6,809,731 
bales, or, say 98.15 per cent of the entire crop. 
The statement shows that there were brought 
into sight after June 6th last 
season 128,558. It indicates that the supply 


for this season, 2,214,414 bales, have n 


taken by American and Canada mills, includ- 
ing 435,944 south of the Potomac, and 4,717,- 
015 bales have been exported to foreign ports. 
Up to this time last year, American mills, 
north and south, had taken 2,177,574 bales, 


and foreign exports were 4,535,189. It also. 


shows that northern mill-takings and 
Canada i overland are 3,917 bales 
ahead of the corresponding forty weeks 
of last year, and-that the excess in foreign ex- 
ports for the season is 214,816 bales. During 
the past week the stock at American ports 
and twenty leading interior markets has de- 
creased 21,612 bales against a decrease during 
the same period of last year of 37,252 bales, 
and is now 15,638 bales less than it was 
at this time last year.

HELD UP BY MASKED MEN 


Who are Outwitted by the Express Mes- 
: senger. 

St. Paut, June 8—The Northern Pacific 
eastbound passenger train which arrived here 
tonight, was robbed by masked men near New 
Salem, North Dakota, last night. Five miles 
east of New Salem and twenty-five miles west 
of Mandan, the engineer and fireman were sur 
prised by two masked men climbing over the 
tender and ordering the train stopped at the 
end of big revolvers. The summons was 
obeyed .Express messenger Angevine, hearing 
the shots fired forward, and suspecting some- 
thing, hid $4,600 in money from the safe, locked 
the smail safe and put out the lights and ran 
back to New Salem. The mail car was first 
tackled by the robbers. Only one mail agent 
was in the car, and he tiemetlatety obeyed the 
orders by turning over the mail matter. A 
number of registered letters were rifled, and 
then the two robbers turned their attention to 
the express car. This they found de- 
serted, much to their chagrin, 
mistaking the fireman for the  ex- 
press messenger, ordered him at the point 
of pistols to open the safes. He protested that 
he knew nothing about it, and tinally satisfied 
the robbers. Then the train backed to New 
Salem, and finally came on east. The express 
messenger remained incognito, and got 
on the train as it left New Salem. 

The passengers were nottouched. One put 
his head.out of the window during the delay, 
but was told to get his head back, and a bullet 
whizzed past his head as a reminder -that or- 
ders had better be obeyed. A posse of men 
with the sheriff, mounted and armed, left 
Mandan early this morning on a special train 
for thescene of the daring robbery. The rob- 
bers compelled Engineer Kilmartin to break. 
in the doer of the {Oar.: 

Only four masked men were seen at any one 
time, and suspicions are rife that only two 
were engaged in the work. During the con- 
troversy inthe mail car the mask fell from the 
face of one man, reported to be of medium 
height and build, light hair, and with several 
day’s growth of light beard. The district 
around New Salem is peopled by quiet, law- 
abiding settlers. It is presumed to be the work 
of people unknown in that pari of the 
country. 


TAKING IN THE SMUGGLERS. 


The Officers Say That They Are After Some 
Big Fish. © 


New York, June 8.—As a result of Special 
Treasury Agent Wilbur’s work, five men now 
languish in Ludlow street jail and two more 
are out on bail on the charge of smuggling. 
Those in jail are John Hart, John Hughes and 
John Baker, petty officers on the Inman 
steamer City of New York; John Lathin, 
head barkeeper; John Merdock, the ship’s 
storekeeper of the Inman liner;the City of 
Chicago. Those out on bail are Edward 
Baxter, dock clerk, and John Ford, chief 
cooper. Both are employed by the Inman 
line at Jersey City. Lathin and Merdock 
were arrested at an early hour this morning on 
board the “City of Chicago’’ by Inspector 
Husey and Britton of Agent Wilbur’s staff. 
The specitic charges against Lathin and Mer- 
ay 13th last they brought 
into Jersey City a lot of ready-made clothin 
in bags, in which they evade 
the duty. § The arrest would 
bave been made then, butthe vessel sailed 


before the matter could be brought home to | 


the pair. Lathin was arrested in 1885 fora 
like offense. .Hart, Hughes and Baker, who 
were taken from the City of New York, are 
said to be wealthy Liverpool citizens, who 
have made comfortable fortunes by just such 


practices as that for which they are now under ‘ 


arrest. 

Inspector Britton expects to have ten ora 
dozen more offenders under arrest soon.

ATTACKED BY INDIANS. 


The Northern Cheyennes Give an Example 
of Indian Warfare. 

Mitys Crry, Mont., June 8—Frank 8S. Car. 
son, a settler on the Border Tongue river res- 
ervation, arrived here witha detailed story of 
attempted wholesale killing by a band of 
northern Cheyennes. One night a short time 
since, about twenty savages stole from the 
ranch of James 8S. Ferguson, 3,000 or 4,000 
pounds of beef,and were carrying itaway when 
they were discovered by one of Ferguson’s 
cowboys, who gave the alarm. Ranchman 
Ferguson and about forty of his men 
chase, and recovered the meat... Three or fow 
days later Ferguson and six of his mén left the 


ranch with a couple of teams and did not re- { 


turn until late in the night. 
The Indians watehed their movements, 
armed themselvés, hid among the trees alon 
the roadside, and as the men _ passed, open 
fire upon them with deadly effect. Ferguson, 
who came here from New Hampshire and was 
the largest greg oct in the valley, was 
shot through the left lung and heart and died 
almost instantly. One man was shot in the 
groin and died next day, and two others re- 
ceived serious wounds. : 
The Indians have since been thoroughly 
armed, and the settlers have become so 
alarmed that many have aban 
homes and ran away. Itis learned from Fort 
Keogh that two companies at Tongue River 
agency and Rosebud are consid sufficient 
with the redskius, and no more troops 
ordered out for the present.

MONTREAL, Que., June 8.—This afternoon 
at 4 o’clock, on one of the principal streets of 
Montreal, a tragedy was enacted that has 
thrown the city into a paroxysm of excite- 


j ment. . 


Saint Catharine street was crowded with 


pedestrians, as is usual at that hour. 


Suddenly they saw a flash and a puff of 
smoke, and heard a pistol shot and a woman’s 
scream. | 

THE TRAGEDY ENACTED. 

The cab was brought to a standstill and the 
woman alighted. 

In it were still two men, one with a smoking 
revolver in his hand, the other unconscious, 
and his blood soaking into the rugs of the car- 
riage. The wounded man was Eugene H. 
Cowles, of Cleveland, O., son of Edwin 
Cowles, late editor of the Leader. His assail- 
ant was E. C. Hale, of the same city, and the 
woman was Cowles’s wife. 

After a few harried words, Hale ordered the 
cabman to drive to the general hospital. The 
lady re-entered the carriage, which started 
for the hospital, a distance of half a mile. A 
bystander had telephoned for an amibulance, 
and it met the party, but its services were 
not required. On arriving at the hospital 

THE WOUNDS WERE EXAMINED. 

Dr. Kirkpatrick,medical superintendent, had 
the wounded men conveyed to a private ward, 
where Dr. Fenwick, one of the attending phy- 
sicians, was called. There was a close exami- 
nation, a hurried consultation, and the result 
was announced to the eager crowd. 

There was no immediate danger. 

The ball had _ entered’ the

| piercing the right jaw bone, emerged through

When it became known that there was no 


immediate danger, inquiry into the facts of | 


the case wasbegun. The party, with Sergeant

THE STORY TOLD. 

'Mr. Hale briefly stated the story of the 
shooting and gave himself up on the charge of 
shooting with intent to kill. He took a brief 
leave of his friends, and was then shown to 
the cell he wasto occupy. There were now on 
the scene Mrs. Cowles, Mrs. Bolton, her sister- 
in-law; Judge J. E. Ingersoll, of Cleveland, 
as Mrs. Cowles’s legal advisor; and Mr. D. 
McGibbon, Quéen’s counsel, of Montreal. 

Cowles was visiting his motherin Cleveland, 
as had been his custom. His little daughter, 
who was stopping with her mother, 
was permitted to visit her 


pieiber at hig mother’s house. He tooleher in | 
}P@hatze, and went to theétation,accompanied by 


his sister, but he escaped from her, and at 
once took the train. This train ran only to 
Conneaut. There he got horses,and drove 
twenty-eight miles to Girard, Pa., to be out of 
the state. Fromthere he took the train to 
Buffalo, and was next located at Willard 
hotel, Saint Catherine. There he 
was met by’ Sheriff Sawyer, who 
had a long interview with him, lasting 
nearly a day. Thursday Cowles took a boat 
for Toronto, about. fotr hours sail. He had 
previously said that he was willing to have an 
interview with his wife, but would talk with 
no one else. His Object was to obtain an addi- 
tional allowance. 
CUT OFF WITH AN ALLOWANCE. 

Four monhts ago, on the death of his father, 
he was cut off with an allowance of $2,500. 
Previous to this he had been 
living at a rapid rate, and made two visits to 
Europe in company with a woman of ques- 
tionable character, named Clara Lieneschloss. 
She is known under aliases of King and Wil- 
son, and is at present stopping at the Willard 
hotel, St. Catherine, having come there from 
Buffalo. : 

On Monday last application was made for 
a divorce by Mrs. Cowles, on the ground ol 
adultery. Cowles admitted his guilt to the 
sheriff, naming the persons and places, but he 
aftirmed that his wife had condoned the of- 
fense. Mrs. Cowles has in her possession a 
letter in which he promised to mend his ways 
and be faithfulin future. On Thursday, at 
7:50, Cowles left for Montreal. 

THE PURSUING PARTY. 

The pursuing party, composod of Mra. 
Cowles, Mrs. Bolton, Judge Ingersoll, C. C. 
Hale and 0officers, reached Toronto the 
same morning. A consultation by 
Cowles with his Toronto  attorngys, 
McCarthy, Osler and Creelman, led to 
an interview being arranged here. The party 
reached here this morning, and stopped at the 
Windsor hotel. Cowles thad fleft the Wilson, 
and had gone to the St. Lawrence hall, where 
he registered as Mr. Windsor and child, and 
had breakfast. After breakfost he took the 
child to L’Academic du§Sacre Cceur, a 
convent under charge of 
de la Province, and gave instructions that 
she was not to be given up withont a written 
order from him. He then returned to the ho- 
tel without the child, ready for the interview 
with his wife. The child, Florence, is nine 
years old, and of remarkabié beauty’

A LIFE SENTENCE FOR ARSON. 


A Negro Convicted of Arson For the Burning 
of a Store, While the Owner Was 
the Real Culprit.

Now the clerk comes forward and says that 
he is convinced that Robin Shields is innocent, 
and that the store was burned byits owner for 
the insurance money.

imprisoned man. Shields received the infor- 
mation last evening with joy. He begged that 
he should be released this morning and the 
governor promised he should.

" MURDER IN MACON. | THREE MEN ARRESTED] DROWNED SUNDAY. 


A WHITE MAN KILLED BY A DES- 
PERATE NEGRO. 


The Quarrel of Two Litle Boys Involves the 
Men, and the Negro Resorts to 
Bloody Measures. 


Macon, Ga., June 8.+-[Special.]—Killed by 
anegro. This is the-fate of Jeff. Glosier. 
..Glesier was a white carpenter of this city 
and was well thought of. | 

The slayeris’' Dan Grant, a negro of bad 
repute and arailroad hand. At a late hour 
last night the deed was committed, and at 11 
o’clock today Glosier died. 

It seems that a small negro and astill 
smaller white boy became involved. in a dis- 
pute in South Macon just before midnight last 
night. 
. ‘They were at Thompson’s store on the ex- 
treme end of Smith street. Liquor was sold 
there and Grant had been drinking and when 
the dispute-arose he interfered and teok sides 
with the negro boy. Glosier said.toGrant that 
it was not necessary for him to havé anything 
to do with it and asked him to let them alone. 
At this Grant turned,and saying**g—d d—n you, 


what have you got to do with it?’ struck 
Glosier in the head with an axe handle, which 
he carried in hisshand. Glosier was knocked 
senseless, and was picked up and carried to his 


home, near by. 

Grant made no attempt to escape and was 
arrested by a bailiff. ! 

Hardly had _ the 
when a large number of whites had 
formed to take charge of the negro. A crowd 
of negroes also congregated, and a riot seemed 
imminent. 

Grant, however, was speeded away and 
brought to the city, where he was turned. over 
to Officer Sheridan. Mr. Sheridan started to 
the barracks with his man, but when on Pop- 
lar street, near the store of E. S. Burdick, the 
negro suddenly jerked away and 
threw Mr. Sheridan down. He then 
went to his hotel and has evaded every effort 
at capture since. Officer Sheridan is one of 
the oldest men on the force and it was no sur- 
prise that the negro managed to make his es- 
cape from him. 

At about eleven o’clock today Glosier died. 
The physician in attendance took from his 
head two large pieces of skull. ; 

Glosier leaves a wife and * chil- 
dren and they are, by no 
means, in the best of circumstances, Grant is a 
brother of the negro thoughtto have been 
killed by a partyin South Macon sometime 
ago. He-had the reputation of beinga mean 
scoundrel, and was atalltimes troublesome. 

Giosier's funeral will take place tomorrow 
morning. If Grant should fall into the 
hands of the citizens of South 
Macon, it is possible that it will not 
be necessary for a jury to try him, 

Everybody is incensed at the deed, and every 
effort is being made to capture the negro. A 
number of the negroes who were mixed up in 
the affair have been arrested, and it is likely 
that they will be heavily dealt with.

Fie Takes His Text From Revelations, and 
Preaches Eloquently Upon the Troubles 
and Trials of Life. 

Brooxtyn, June 8.—This is sacramenta- 
and baptismal day with the Tabernacle con- 
gregation, an occasion of especial impressive- 
ness.

EvivAy, Ga., June 8.—[Special.j--Ellijay, 
Gilmer county, is on aregular boom, and is 
likely to become the most important imanu- 
facturing town onthe Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad. Situated atthe confiuence 
of the Ejlijay and Cartecay nmvers in one of 
the most beautiful valieys in north Georgia, 
where sparkling springs bubble up, and crystal 
streams flow down among the foot-hills of the 
Blue Ridge mountains, with a climate equal 
to that of Asheville N.C., with marble, iron 
and slate and dense forests of the finest timber 
in the south, our place only needs the magic 
touch of capital, which it is now receiving, to 
quicken it into a busy, bustling mountain city. 

At the May term of our superior court. the 
Evans Land and Lumber company was char- 
tered with a $300,000 capital.

HE IS OPPOSED TO THE NATIONAL 
: ELECTION LAW. 


The Probability That He May Be Again a 
Candidate in 1892 For the Presidency. 
A Spanish Dancing Girl 


WASHINGTON, June 8—([Special.]—It looks 
like the passage of a national election law will 
be the entering wedge of a very wide breach 
in the administration. 

It will be remembered that President Har- 
rison advised the enactment of such a law in 
his message. At the time, it was done against 
the advice of Mr. Blaine, who has always 
been opposed to such legislation. 
When the attempt owas made to 
railroad the force bill through the house it 
was only by the united opposition of Mr. Ran- 
dall on the floor and Mr. Blaine in the chair 
as speaker of the house, that the bill was de- 
feated. 

Mr. Blaine is as much opposed to it now as 
he was then. He has advised with the pres- 
ident, Tom Reed, Boss Quay, 
and indeed all the republicans 
and has earnestly advised them not to force 
such alaw upon the country. He thinks it 


will injure more than benefit the party. He-~ 


thinks it will alienate from them the moneyed 
men of the party, many of whom have made 


southern states. He believes it will depreciate 
the value of their property. They have 
told him this, and indeed, have stated emphati- 


law,no more campaign funds can be secured 
from any republican of wealth who has a dollar 
invested in the south. 

Mr. Blaine, besides, his natural opposition to 
a federal election law, believes it will 
do irreparable damage to his party and 
has stated emphatically to the president that 
he would use all his influence to prevent it. 
However the party bosses, including Harrison, 
himself, are determined, and it seems now 
there is no way of stopping the movement. 

It is, however, said amongMr. Blaine’s most 
intimate friends that the man _ from 
Maine will resign from the cabinet if Mr. 
Harrison ever’ signs such a Dill 
and that he will openly fight the president and 
all that portion of the administration and the 


Indeed some say that if his heelth will per- 
mit Mr. Blaine might become a candidate for 


| the republican nomination in 1892 on the ver 


ground of opposition to such a policy by the ad- 
ministration and the republican congress. While 
all this might be true, and very probably is, 
the chances of Blaine being a candidate for 
1892 are very slight. His health is broken. 
He cannot even attend to the duties of his 
present office. Nearly all of the business is 
transacted by his assistants, and even though 
there should be no disagreement. whatever 
between himself and the administration, the 
chances are that his health will soon force his 
resignation. 

However, in or out, Mr. Blaine, if he is able 
to doanything at all, will fight a national elec- 
tion law; will urgently advise against it, and 
if passed will tight the administration that 
passed 

His action in this, if nothing else, shows 
Blaine to be the greatest of republicans.

All New York goes tothe races. That is, 
it seems everybody is there when you get in 
the track. And everybody bets on his or her 
favorite. The women are great gamblers 
as the men, although they are never seen 
around the bookmakers. They have their 
brothers, husbands or friends to buy their 
tickets, although they invariably select the 
horses. 

I was at Gravesend the evening one of the 
greatest races of the yearwasrun. People were 
there, it seems, without numbers. Everyone 
wasin an intense state of excitement and 
every one was betting. There was at least a 
hundred and tifty kmaker’s stands, and 
around every one there was a swelling, surg- 
ing mass of humanity, shoving and jolting 
each other like so many mad men in their 
eagerness to get tickets on their favorites. 

here was a perfect sea of hands above the 
crowd, each containing a wad of fluttering 
bills. Some young fellow would cry ont toa 
bookmaker for five on his favorite horse, while 
the next man, to get to the bookmaker through 
the surging crowd would call for five hundred 
or a thousand on his favorite. 

The bookmakers bet against any one of the 
horses winning. They have the odds they will 
bet against each horse opposite~ the 
horse’s name. Rarely are the  book- 
makers’ odds lessthan three to one against a 
horse, while often they are 125 or 150 tol that 
a certain horse will not win. Then they bet 
odds that a horse will neither be first nor 
second, or, in other words bet

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The Cotton Movement. 


The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, says 
that for the week ending last Friday evening 


the total receipts have reached 4,487 bales, 


against 8,776 bales last week and 13,883 


bales the previous week, making the total 
receipts since the Ist of September, 1889, 
5,757,028 bales, against 5,477,211 bales for 
the same period of 1888-9, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1889, of 279,817 
bales, 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
24,276 bales, of which 23,343 were to Great 
Britain and 933 to the rest of the continent. 
The total sales for forward delivery for the 
week are 388,000 bales, For immediate de- 
livery the total sales foot up 8,480 bales, in- 
cluding 3,982 for export and 4,498 for con- 
sumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 79,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 109,538 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1889, an in- 
crease of 86,301 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1888, and a decrease of 
126,004 bales as compared with 1887. 

The old interior stocks have decreased dur- 
ing the week 1,144 bales, and are 332 bales 
more than at the same period last year. The 
receipts at the same towns have been 198 
bales less than the same week last year, and 
since September Ist the receipts at all the 
towns are 7,225 bales more than for the same 
time in 1888-89. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1889, are 5,775,715 bales; 
in 1888-89 were 5,493,544 bales; in 1887-88 
were 5,456,052 bales, Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 4,487 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was only 2,110 bales, the balance being 
taken from the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were five bales and for 
1888 they were 5,129 bales. 

The increase in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 283,772 bales, the 
excess as compared with 1887-88 is 305,701 
bales and the gain over 1886-87 reaches 
785,159 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
was quite active for the first half of the 
week under review, and the fluctuations in 
prices were unusually wide, showing also at 
times some irregularity as between this and 
the next crop. The reopening on Monday 
(the cotton exchange having been closed on 
Friday and Saturday) was at declining prices. 

Weaker Liverpool markets in the inter- 
val from the previous Thursday led to a 
general selling movement, most urgent in 
this crop, but affecting also the next crop. 
The depression continued on Tuesday, when 
there was a semi-panic, and some of the 
prices made were more than a half cent per 
pound below the highest figures of the previ- 
ous week. 

There was a buoyant opening here on 
Wednesday, on a demand to cover, but re- 
newed depression caused a further decline. 
There was a rally, however, and the close 
was irregular. There has been more activ- 
ity in the distant months, 

Thursday there was an early advance on 
the comparatively large exports of the pre- 
vious day, but the improvement was not 
sustained, prices weakening in the last half 
hour. The market Friday was dull, this 
crop somewhat depressed, the next quite 
firm. 

The Chronicle’s weather telegrams are 
generally of a very satisfactory tenor. There 
has-been little or-no rain. in. most. districts, 
and the temperature has been favorable to 
the. rapid development of the plant. Blooms 
are reported in Texas, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama,

The Military Encampment, 

There seems to be some trouble over rail- 
road rates to the state encampment, which 
commences in Augusta on June 16th, and 
the Chronicle says that if the railroads cen- 
tering there fail to give a rate of one cent a 
mile on that occasion, a great injustice in 
the way of unfair discrimination will be 
done to the city.

Rev. Dr. J. W. Lee, D. D., Talks Upon “The 
Republic”’—“American Women the 
Highest Type of Womanheod.”’ 


The address of Rev. J. W. Lee, D. D., at ; 


the recent meeting of the Northern society 
was very warmly received, and has been much 
talked about. 

Ir. Lee took as his subject “‘The Republic,” 
and in giving his views upon the subject mat 
er he discussed, the reverend gentleman said: 

The latest political convictions of the human 
race are embodied in the constitution of the 
United States. _ 

It is a summary of the aspirations of liberty and 
the hopes of humanity. 

It is the dyke built by the thought and the feel- 
ing of a thousand generations, to protect life from 
the waves of tyranny and oppression. 

It contains the words which battling civiliza- 
tions have used to set the souls. of our country- 
men to the key of freedom.» 

It expresses the sacred intimations of con- 
gcience concerning government and the rights of 
man. 

Every sentence in it was conceived in suffering 
and baptized by tears wrung from the hearts of 


heroes. 

Our fathers came to these shores taught by the 
limitations, disciplined by the hardships, and en- 
lightened by the experience of centuries. They 
came with a historical consciousness widened by 
the flow, and deepened by the trials 
of all ages. They. came _. bearing’ the 
gcars of the wrongs which theyfhad endured, and 
unalterably persuaded that all men were created 
freeandequal, They came with courage, un- 
yielding as Gibraltar; withJlove, wide and warm 
as humanity, and with hope censtant and lumi- 
nous as the stars. They had caught in the sweep 
of their vision streaks of the dawning of a 
grander day. Suggestions’ mingled with their 
dreams, that the night was passing, 
and that the shores of a  morning- 
lit time were ready to break on their view. 

The constitution of this republic is the final 
statement of their political creed. A century 
since this compact was accepted by the suffrages 
of a great people as the one under which they 
would live and work. But this republic is vastl 
more than a hundred years old. See the blood, 
ever shed in sacrifice,.all. the eloquence 
that ever thrilled in defense 0 the 
right, all the protests ever in_ silence 
feit or in public uttered, entered into its foun- 
dations and structure. It is built of granite cut 
in the Gethsemanes of history. Leonidas and his 
brave 300 carved some of the plocks at the pass of 
Thermopylae that are found in the walls of this 
proud temple of liberty. The noble Britons at 
the Waters of Solway lifted to place some of the 
richly foliaged pillars that make up the stately 
marble forests that stand. upon its floors, 
William the Silent, while organizing the 
forces and securing the freedom 
of the Netherlands, was at the same time turnin 
some of its arches, and resting in position some o 
its architraves. The martyrs who wentto undy- 
ing fame and honor through the fires of Smith- 
fie}d, furnish themes for the music that resounds 
through its corridors. Itis the triumph of civil- 
ization, and stands upon the soil which has been 
made by the crumbling dust of all generations of 
brave men. Its pinnacles and towers pierce the 
sky, and declare to the immeasurable heights 
the force, the love, the sentiment and the 
faith of men. It defies the elements of tyranny 
and hate, and around the tops of its lofty pillars, 
like so many petrified Yosemite tree stems, there 
cluster the buds of eternal spring. The gigantic 
trunks, whose arched branches support the roof of 
this. magnificent temple, express themselves. in 
never-withering flowers, and where the boughs 
interiace at the summit of the arches,there comes 
to color and illuminate the light of heaven. Yet 
within its doors, you are inno forest of stone 
where thoughts of men have’ been worked 
into a semblance ofthe trees. Its foundations are 
built of convictions, its pillars of hope, its vault- 
ings of lofty purpose, its windows of faith. Its 
cement is the food of suffering, andits decora- 
tions the love of heroes, It contains and will con- 
serve all contributions ever made to human weal. 
In waiking the streets of Rome one has a strange 
and melancholy sense of the traditions that 
cluster about every spot. But about the principles 
of this government there hang associations more 
solemm still. Here we walk not amid the ruins of 
the past, the failures and downfalis of the past, 
but amid the achievements, the yictories, the glo- 
ries of the past. Achievements and victories and 

tories not associated with broken columns, de- 

aced monuments and mouldering ruins, but with 
the laws and institutions of living men. We have 
in ten thousand embodied forms standing about 
us, the travails of the souls of our fathers ; their 
Spirits live in the words we use, their consciences 
bin«din the laws we observe, their visions bless in 
the pictures we see, their devotion sanctifies in 
the religion we love, We share the labor of epochs 
and plant our seed and reap our harvests on the 
top of the centuries. We have come to a mighty 
and munificent heritage, which we hold not by the 
charter of kings and by the een of barons, but, 
by the grace of Go@i and the inalienable rights of 
man. The constitution of this republic framed In 
1787 is the most remarkable document ever formu- 
lated by a — of humag beings. 

A group of sovereign states, fresh from the fields 
of victory, and elated by the possession of the first 
—_ and unadulterated freedom ever won from 

ings by dauntless men, concede a part of their 
rights for the purpose of entering the bonds of a 
federal union. It is remarkable that, stimulated 
and exhilarated as they were by this first taste of 
liberty, they should have been able to frame. a 
paper sufficiently compromising to  con- 
tain these new-made sons of freedom. 
Under the cireumstances one would be almost 
ready to suppose, that nothing less than a freeand 
independent government would be. equal. to the 
emergency of containing and furnishing adequate 
room for the soverignty of each. man.. They did 
prepare a constitution large enough to contain 
themal. We judgeof it tonight a hundred years 
from the time of its ratification. It is.secufer in 
the hearts and convictions of the. peeple of this 
country today than during any period ofits pre- 
vious history. 

It proposed no remedies to which a state might 
have recourse, in case its rights were infracted. 
That states have had grievances from time to 
time is not surprising, and considering their sov- 
ereignty, it is not surprising that they have pro- 
posed remedies of theirown for the adjustment 
of their differences. South Carolina proposed 
the celebrated remedy of nullification. ‘The south- 
ern states, in 1860, tried the remedy. of secession.. 
The states have been taught by these experiments 
and failures to try no more

In the first terrible baptism of blood that con- 
secrated our American constitutions and institu- 
tions, the historian can never on his page tell the 
story, nor minstrel sing the deathless lay of 
great Washington, without the priceless 
names of Ma and Martha, the mother 
and the wife of y Bo who carried for his country 
the most spotiess sword that has ever shone ami 
the carnage of ensanguined field. 

Tradition and story have handed down to us from 
the dawn of our country’s first struggles, in the 
days of colonizatian, the battles, the hardships, 
the sufferings of that proud race of men, that 
builded the foundation of future greatness in the 
primeval wilderness that embraced our shores in 
their verdant arms. Who shall recount now in 
the mad haste of the master-builders of govern- 
ments and commonwealths, the patient sullerings 
of those heroines lure to these, 
then inhospitable shores, from fair 
English valleys and rose-embowered 
cottages, to be the helpmeets of the pioneers, to 
watch over their hearths, and sing lullabys to 
children, amid the terrors of savage warfare, 
children destined to defy the threats and humil- 
iate the power of mings. 

Since those days hallowed to us by the sacred 
memories of a historic past, we have evolved 
from a situation of colonial dependence into the 
vantage ground of a national existence. 

Civilization has touched the barren fields. and 
trackless. forests, and magnificent cities have 
risen in their stead as from the stroke of the ‘‘en- 
chanter’s wand.” 

Our armies have. beaten from our soil invading 
foes, and our armaments have swarmed on the. bo- 
som of seas, and itis my peculiar and pleasant duty 
tonight, as a woman, battling for place in a great 
country, to pay tribute to woman, and to speak of 
the part she is now playing im.the fierce light 
that a progressive and massive civilization has 
reflected on the nineteenth century. 

Amid the vicissitudes of enlightened na- 
tional development, as our American 
men have develuped vast reserve forces 
for the fulfillment of national life, so in 
her own sphere, our American women have kept 
their pace in the general march of our triumphanr 
country, and have lost in the struggle for theit 
recognition nothing of that inner soul-like beauty 
that encouraged in “ye olden time,” the knight in 
the lists, and furnished inspiration to minstrel and 
bard, since Rome’s sweet Singer sang : 

“Dulce ridentem Lalagen amabo, 
Dulce loquacem.”’ 

When I used the word struggle, I would not be 
understood to designate any. outward manifesta- 
tion of physica! or intellectual force, but rather a 
silent, ever advancing irresistible power, felt on 
the hearthstone rather thanin the fornim, seen 
rather in the home life than in Amazonian demon- 
stration ; but because unseen, not the less potent 
in shaping the course of human existence, as the 
rain ma at down amid the terrible accompani- 
ments of heaven, the flower and bush, the silvery 
frost in the silence of night, and the quietude of 
dawn, is not less fateful ‘with its white touch. 

I think it nay justly be said, confident of the ver- 
ification of history and my own personal contact 
with women of many nationalities, that in our 
country woman finds her greatest independence 
and most enlarged sphere, an independence 
guarded with the delicacy and elegance that dis- 
tinguish true womanhood from the baser metal, 
an independence that has detracted nothing from 
her syren-like charms in its development, as the 
rose joses nothing of its beauty as it unfolds from 
the incipiency of the bud into the full-blown flower 
amid the inspiration of lightand air. 

Our English forefathers, with instinctive man- 
hood, were the first amid the effete civilization of 
the old world to recognize woman as a separate 
factor in the life of a state,but even they shackled 
her hands and imprisoned her brain in obedience 
to servile traditions and laws that remained as 
relics of their barbaric splendor. 

Quietly and softly as the breeze that fans. the 
aspen leaf, American women, with gentile | hand, 
have pushed aside the cob- webbed traditions that 
madethe mind a bastile,and their genius has been 
heard in eloquent tones at the  ~»bar 
and from the lecture oer their brains have 
delved.in the closet of the. student, their pen has 
written for millions, and finally they,in a meas- 
ured degree, have used the great weapon, silent 
and invincible, the~ exercise of the = snf- 
frage, adding, as Disraeli prophet-like — 
dicted, an element of stability to the ballot, 
justly spurning servile employment as the only 
methed of self-existence for. her sex, bursting 
through the meshes that slavish conyentionality 
had thrown around the lives of her sex.in other 
countries. 

American women have solved the’ problem of 
the ages as to the mental equality of the two sexes, 
and have triumphantly given battle to the other 
sex in every walk of life, from the humblest cleri- 
cal position in some secluded hamlet to the high- 
est marts of commerce and trade; from the 
sechool-room to the bar; from. the. exigencies of 
mere mechanical labor to things that held sway in 

the empire of the mind, 

hile an independence exists, and 
existence bespeaks. the large and 
enlightened riuciples that a free 
government instills and maintains, I'am free to 
confess that I do not think American womanhood 
has sournch demonstrated its beautiful utility, in 
direct infinence, as that silent and indirect in- 
fiuence that in a.new and then antatored 
gave.to.the world, chieftains in a war, sages in 
science and orators in. senates. 

Nothing demonstrates more. plainly the great* 
ness af our women than the facility with which 
they-.adapt themselves to the vicissitudes of life,

At the Centra} Presbyterian church yester- 
day morning, at the hour when the Sabbath- 
school was assembled, after a service of song 
and prayer, the hour was devoted to a memo- 
rial service, held commemorative of the late 
Mrs. A. W. Force, who was an active worker 
in. the school, devoted to its success, and one 
of its most earnest and efficient teachers. 

The service was opened by an address by 
Judge Van Epps, who spoke feelingly of her 
as a woman of superior character, and then 
offered the memoriam and. resolutions. pre- 
pared by the committee heretofore appointed, 
which were adopted, by a rising of the school. 

Mr. John A. Barry spoke of her as one who 
was always willing to do her 
whole duty, but was always 
seeking something good todo. _ 

Major Whitner made a feeling talk, and 
when he spoke of her beautiful life and 
character ‘there was scarcely a dry eye in that 
large assemblage. 

Mr. Miller added his testimony as to her 
worth to. the.church in seeking out strangers, 
and after singing one of- the Gospel Hymns 
the school was dismissed. The memorial reads. 
as follows: 

IN MEMORIAM: 

The officers, teachers and pupils of the Central 
Presbyterian Sunday-school,in which Mrs. A. W. 
Force was for a long time.a. teacher, desire to ex- 
press their admiration-of her character, affection 
for her memory, and abiding faith in the facet that 
she isnow numbered with the. redeemed, Her 
vigor of intellect, her delicacy and tact and refine- 
ment, her goodness of heart,and the irresistable 
force and witchery of her manners, exerted an ac- 
knowledged influence among her friends and co- 
laborers of this school. But even outside this 
school she numbered her friends by hundreds,and 
her benevolence and zeal in. charitable work won 
for her widespread recognition as a public bene- 
factor. Her influence was largely based on pro- 
found religious belief and consistent Christian 
character.

life,” and she had responded with all the glow of 
her ardent nature; ‘Yea, Lord,1I knowthat Thou 
art the Messiah-King, the Son of God, that should 
come into the world.” 

It is in no false strain of affected eulogy that we 
declare we miss her sorely, and deeply regret her 
death.. Her work .is finished., Her sheaves are 
garnered. Herchair is empty, and nothing re- 
mains but a precious memory, a lasting infinence 
for good, and a sense of gratitude to God that we 
have known her, that she was one of us, that. we 
loved. her and were permitted to work by her side. 
Our sympathiés go out to the lonely husband, who 
so lovingly smoothed the.pathway to her feet, and 
who with fsuch’ unselfish’ devotton ministered at 
her bed-side during her protracted iliness ; and to 
her children—“her beys’’—as she proudly called 
them, and whom she loved with such. almost ro- 
mantic devotion.. We commend them for conso- 
lation and help, in their lowliness and suffering to 
that same Christ who was all in all to the sweet 
wife and mother whom they mourn.

Dr. Morrieon prea hed yesterday forenoon his 
farewell sermon at the First Methodist. 

It was an. interesting and almost. pathetic 
occasion, and the congregation yesterday was 
one.of the greatest compliments ever paid a 
pastor in this city—a touching testimony of 
the high esteem in which the retiring pastor 
is held by his people. , 

There was nota single vacant seat in the 
house, and many.were standing in the aisles. 

The text for the oceasion was taken from the 
24h verse of the 73d Psalm—‘“Thou shalt 
guide me with thy counsel, and afterward re- 
ceive me to glory.” 

No synopsis of the sermon can do it justice, 
Dr. Morrison began by quoting the definition 
of ‘‘counsellor ;’’ one that advises a king. 

“Every heart is a kingdom,”’ said he. ‘‘Ev- 
ery man isa king. The old king of Israel had 
had many counsellors, and in his mature old 
age he goes to his maker, the only safe coun- 
sellor, with this song on his lips.”’ 

Dr. Morrison dwelt upon the idea that in 
temporal affairs men were more careful in 
choosing their chansellors when they had most 
at stake—a man to be.tried for a capital crime 
would be more careful in choosing his lawyer 
than if he were being tried for a misdemeanor ; 
he would be more careful in selecting a physi- 
cian if his life were at stake than if his illness 
were a trifling one. 

‘‘And yet in the most vital matter,” said he, 
‘‘men are most criminally negligent.”’ 

He brought out the thought forcibly that 
there was no appeal after death, no new wit- 
nesses, no new trial, and one’s doom is settled 
for eternity at death. 

‘The future,’’ said he, ‘‘is an impenetrable 
darkness, pressing right up against us—even 
to this moment. Good andill are coming to 
us on its tide like drift-water towards a beach, 
and we see none of it ahead. Even death 
may be staring us in the face, but it is too 


’ dark for us to see.’’ 


The speaker referred to Christ as a physician 
who treated but one disease—sin. 

‘“‘On earth,” said he, ‘‘we have.most confi 
dence in those physicians that make a spe~ 
cialty of one disease, and if we have a disease 
we go to a specialist for remedy. Christis a 
specialist; the only physician who has a cure 
for sin. 

‘““A visitor,’’ he continued, ‘‘who would at- 
tempt te explore the Mammoth Cave without 
an experienced guide would be a madman. 
There are precipices and deep streams and bot- 
tomless pits, and. intricate and doubtful pas- 
sage-ways. Sowith this life. It is full of 
dangerous ways and bottomless, pits, and. we 
need a guide, There is only one guide who 
knows the way.”’ 

He warned young people against the danger 
of cutting loose from the Bible; of doubting 
the reality of its origin and its doctrine. 

‘‘The idea of a burning lake,’’ said he, ‘‘is 
too vivid for this esthetic: age. Some people 
believe it is figurative and that Satan is afancy. 
Beware of that, for the book is. divine.’’ 

‘*A piece.of wood thrown into a stream,’ 
said. he, ‘‘will make all the. tortuous turns of 
the channel, but will reach the sea at last. 
And so with following God’s counsel. If we 
keep in that current, no matter: how long or 
how winding the way may be, the end is cer- 
tain. Letussay with the psalmist—‘'Thou 
shalt guide me with Thy counsel, and after- 
ward receive me to giory.’’ 

At the request. of Dr. Morrison the old 
hymn, ‘God be with you till we meet again,”’ 
was sung. 

At the conclusion of these services Dr. Mor« 
rison made his farewell talk. It was a: beau- 
tiful leave-talking, and many were moved to 
tears. 

“Tt has been just twenty-five years,’’ said 
he, ‘‘since I beeame a pastor. I have always 
tried to do whatever my church has asked 


me;and itis too late now to change that 


course. The church has called me, and how- 
ever much I regret leaving mry pastorate here, 
my duty is plain.”
